The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims have been amended to require that the steam condensate stream 
comprising the heat from the production of the acetic acid is transferred into a low 
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pressure flash vessel maintained at a pressure of about 4.0 kg/cm 2 to about 5.3 kg/cm 2 . 
This limitation is not taught by the applied references. Moreover, the applied references 
fail to provide a basis to modify their disclosure to include a step of wherein the steam 
condensate stream comprising the heat from the production of the acetic acid is 
transferred into a low pressure flash vessel maintained at a pressure of about 4.0 
kg/cm 2 to about 5.3 kg/cm 2 .
